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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/5/03 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

2. Claims 1,14 and 18 are objected to because of the following informalities: An 
output voltage is some how constrained by input voltage. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

3. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: A power converter 
can't perform as an amplifier. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nguyen 
(6,429,629). 

Nguyen discloses a switch mode power supplies in Figs. 2A-3J. An input voltage 
source (BT1), output current independent of output voltage (VOUT), switching 
arrangement (05 and 06), transformer T1 with two windings, pulse width modulator 
(26), capacitor filter (CI) and third switch (01). Figs. 3A-3J teach the operation in any 
four voltage-current quadrants. 
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6. Claims 1,14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hammond (6,166,513). 

Hammond discloses a four-quadrant AC-AC drive and method in Fig. 4. An input 
voltage source (76), output current independent of output voltage (106), switching 
arrangement (Q1 , Q2, Q3 and Q4), transformer T1 with two windings, pulse width 
modulation (304). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Heinrich disclose a converter system combining a two-quadrant 
voltage source rectifier and a four-quadrant voltage source inverter and motor drive 
embodying the same.
